The name Exochordeae (Rosaceae) was proposed by Schulze-Mentz in Syllabus der Pjlanzenjamilien (1964) 
without a description in Latin and thus n was not validly published. An earlier name existed for the three 
genera now assigned to Exochordeae, (Exochorda Lind!., Lindleya Kunth, nom. cons., and Oemlaia Rchb.) but 
that name, Gsfnufoniectc Rydb., was based on Qsmaronia Greene, a superfluous substitute for Oemleria, and 
jus the Rydberg name, like Greene's generic name, is not legitimate.
